"The  Iron  Women."  In  the  jungle  gym  race  there  were 
two  co-ed  teams.  You  had  to  walk  along  a  piece  of  rope 
and  then  climb  on  the  monkey  bars,  which  went  up  and 
down  so  that  it  was  difficult  to  make  your  way.  Then  you 
had  to  sprint  to  the  army  climb,  run  around  it,  then  go 
up  and  down  ten  times  on  the  swing,  and  sprint  to  the 
end  to  win  for  your  team.

This  change  marked  the  end  of  the  sixty- 
three  year  existence  of  Groves'  House  as  a  boys' 
residence.  It  was  also  a  new  beginning  for  the  relo- 
cated Groves'  boys  and  for  the  founding  female 
members  of  Groves'  House. 

Groves'  House  will  be  remembered  for  its  sense  of 
family  and  House  spirit.  The  whole  house  was  linked 
together  as  a  group,  staff  and  students  working  as 


one.  As  for  Sean,  Guthrie  and  Roger,  they  chose  to 
become  members  of  Groves'  because  they  all  had 
brothers  in  the  house.  After  the  process  of  grade 
eight  settlement,  the  boys  were  forced  to  make  a 
new  start  in  a  new  house.  Mr.  Williams,  the  house- 
master, and  the  Groves'  duty  staff,  were  like  family 
to  the  men  of  Groves'.  On  a  regular  basis  both  duty 
staff  and  parents  would  bring  treats  for  the  house 
and  keep  the  sense  of  community.  It  was  things  like 
this  that  made  Groves'  House  spirit  so  powerful. 
Although  the  years  of  Groves'  being  a  boys'  house 
are  now  over,  those  who  lived  there  will  cherish  for  a 
lifetime  their  fond  memories  of  friends.

This  year  the  woodwork  activity 
moved  into  their  new  facility  along 
with  their  new  instructor,  Mr. 
Smith.  The  students  were  all  at 
different  levels  and  were  all  very 
enthusiastic.  Projects  range  from 
the  easiest  imaginable  things  to  the 
very  complicated,  for  the  experi- 
enced people.  For  the  beginners  it 
was  a  matter  of  getting  used  to  the 
tools  and  machines.  The  experi- 
enced members  of  the  group 
furthur  developed  their  skills  by 
testing  themselves  with  advanced 
work.  Despite  the  shortage  of 
Cocabola,  we  were  able  to  find 
other  types  of  high  quality  wood  to 
work  with.  Five  classes  used  the 


woodwork  facilities  along  with  the 
juniors  and  seniors  who  came  in 
their  Fine  Art  time.  All  the  ma- 
chines and  tools  had  a  lot  of  use  but 
breakdowns  were  kept  to  a  mini- 
mum. Mr.  Smith  has  been  a  great 
instructor  for  the  entire  group  and  a 
great  benefit  to  the  Shawnigan 
woodwork  program.  An  art  form 
where  creativity  plays  a  huge  role, 
woodwork  has  taught  us  how  to 
think  of  something  we  would  like  to 
attempt  to  make  and  then  try  to 
make  the  vision  a  reality.  The  1995- 
96  woodwork  group  has  lasted 
through  a  very  eventful  but  memo- 
rable year.  All  are  hoping  for  an 
even  better  year  next  year. 
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The  95-96  pottery  season  was 
quite  successful,  even  though  on 
some  days  there  were  12  people  to 
share  6  wheels.  This  gave  us  time 
for  both  hand  sculpting  and  time 
on  a  wheel.  We  were  skilfully 
instructed  by  Margaret  Miles, 
who  was  persistent  even  though 
some  potential  masterpieces 
ended  up  in  someone's  hair. 
Margaret  displayed  her  kindness 
and  patience  to  her  work  and  her 
students.  Returning  students 
broadened  their  talents  and 
experimented  with  new  tech- 
niques and  skills.  New  students 
caught  on  quickly;  before  long  it 
was  hard  to  tell  the  difference 
between  the  experienced  and  the 
newcomers.  Our  recently  pur- 
chased pugmull  allowed  us  to 
recycle  the  clay  which  had  been 
splattered  on  the  walls. 

Pottery  develops  patience  (over 
time),  creativity,  and  in  the  process 
enhances  our  imaginations.

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This  year  we  have  seen  a  great 
increase  in  numbers  of  students 
participating  in  Weaving.  With  about 
20  juniors  and  12  seniors,  we  have  a 
solid  base  to  build  upon.  This  in- 
crease in  number  has  meant  that 
there  are  many  first  time  weavers  in 
the  program,  so  it  has  been  a  fairly 
basic  year  in  terms  of  difficulty 
Most  people  are  trying  the  new 
skills — weaving  a  scarf  or  making  a 
tapestry  These  two  processes  are 
quite  diverse:  tapestry  is  woven  by 
hand  threading  the  pattern  while 
weaving,  or  loom  controlled  weav- 
ing, is  done  by  using  a  loom.  The 
complexities  of  the  project  patterns 


range  from  simple  twill  to  a  very 
complex  double  weave  pattern, 
which  creates  a  challenge  for  the 
experienced  weavers  to  pass  their 
skills  on  down  to  the  novice  textiles 
students.  This  art  requires  a  great 
deal  of  patience  and  concentration  to 
perfect  the  woven  project.  With  the 
aid  of  our  extremely  experienced 
teacher,  Leola  Witt-McNie,  we  have 
been  able  to  cope  with  our  challenges 
and  create  our  expressions  of  art. 
Our  teacher  believes  working  with 
strings  has  a  very  calming  and 
healing  effect  upon  your  soul  and 
cleanses  your  mind  for  your  unique 
thoughts.  And  when  you  think  about 


it,  you  can  see  where  she  is  coming 
from,  because  weaving  takes  your 
mind  away  from  the  everyday 
problems.  Anyway,  the  weaving 
activity  is  making  great  progress  and 
is  getting  better  every  year. 


Shawnigan  Lake  offers  many  Fine 
Art  activities  for  all  students,  one  of 
which  has  been  the  Outreach  pro- 
gram. It  has  been  highly  successful 
and  beneficial  for  both  students  and 
the  community  for  six  or  seven 
years  and  is  continuing  to  thrive. 

Every  school  year,  ten  to  fifteen 
students  devote  their  time  and 
efforts  to  partake  in  giving  their 
service  to  others.  By  others,  we  mean 
young  children  and  elderly  people. 
Whether  it  be  at  the  Cobble  Hill 
Church  for  Brownies  and  Guides,  or 
at  the  local  kindergarten  school  and 
around  the  Cowichan  area  helping 
Beavers,  Scouts  and  Sparks,  or  at  the 
local  hospital  and  Extensive  Care 
unit  with  older  people — we  have  all 
learned  the  meaning  of  dedication, 
devotion,  and  determination.  In  the 
act  of  helping  others,  teaching 
others,  and  caring  for  them,  we 
^     receive  the  feeling  of  accomplish-

ment  and  satisfaction. 

Each  student  takes  on  a  different 
role  and  each  experiences  a  lot. 
Candy  stripers,  despite  the  name,  go 
amongst  many  people  who  are  aged 
or  elderly,  those  who  can  not  feed  or 
take  proper  care  of  themselves. 
Candy  stripers  generally  have  the 
tasks  of  feeding  at  meal  times,  fold- 
ing and  handing  out  bibs,  and  dis- 
persing straws  and  cups.  Most  of  all, 
they  must  help  make  the  people 
comfortable  while  they  spend  count- 
less days  in  the  hospital.  Both  young 
and  old  grow  from  the  time  spent 
and  shared  together.  Strong  bonds 
tend  to  grow  when  dealing  one-on- 
one.  This  also  applies  with  the  boys 
who  help  with  the  Beavers,  Scouts, 
and  Sparks.  To  the  young  children, 
these  students  become  someone 
whom  they  may  look  up  to,  admire, 
and  learn  from.  Each  student  is  often 
assigned  a  group  to  help  the  leaders 


advise.  These  students  also  take  up 
the  duties  of  playing  games,  building 
things,  making  presents  and  guiding 
the  children  through  many  of  the 
programs  having  to  do  with  nature 
(i.e.  nature  walks  and  orienteering). 
This  is  also  true  for  Brownies  and 
Guides.  The  girls  who  take  this 
leadership  upon  themselves,  help  the 
young  aspiring  Brownies  to  sell 
cookies,  learn  pledges,  stay  commit- 
ted, help  with  learning  safety  and 
precautionary  guidelines,  and  much 
more.  They  help  to  teach  the  girls 
not  to  give  up  on  their  goals. 

All  in  all,  Outreach  stands  true  to 
its  name;  it  teaches  the  students 
responsibilities  and  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  help  others  to  "Reach  Out" 
to  those  in  need,  and  to  learn  and 
build  character.  This  program  has 
been  very  successful  and  I  hope 
those  graduating  this  year  take  that 
memory  of  this  contribution  with 
them.  May  it  be  just  as  successful  in 
the  years  to  come.

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The  Senior  Girls'  Volley- 
ball team  took  the  '95 
season  by  storm.  After  a 
successful  training  camp  at 
the  end  of  the  summer,  we 
completed  our  best  season 
in  years,  including  a  24-1 
record  against  "A"  schools. 

The  first  tournament 
Shawnigan  entered  was 
held  at  Malaspina  College.

The  music  department  at 
Shawnigan  Lake  School 
continued  to  grow  this 
year.  There  were  four 
classes  operating  in  the 
time  table:  grade  8  band, 
junior  band  (9/10),  senior 
jazz  band  (10/11/12),  and 
the  voice  class  (11/12). 
Junior  and  senior  jazz 
combo,  string  ensemble, 
choir,  and  song  writing 
took  place  during  fine  arts 
time.  In  addition,  more 
than  60  students  took 
advantage  of  the  opportu- 
nity to  take  private  les- 
sons in  voice,  violin, 
guitar,  drums  and  saxo- 
phone. The  department 
had  a  very  full  schedule  in 
95/96.  In  addition  to 
numerous  performances 
in  chapel  and  at  major 
school  functions,  we  put 
on  several  successful 
concerts  and  participated 
in  music  festivals  across 
North  America.  The 
department  also  recorded 
and  released  its  first-ever 
compact  disk,  Noted 
Progress. 

Our  first  major  per- 
formance of  the  year  was 
at  the  Fine  Arts  days  on 
November  24/25th. 
Several  groups  partici- 
pated in  the  evening 
concerts  and  were  well 
received  by  the  audience. 


Year 

In  the  new  year,  things 
began  to  get  busy.  In 
February,  our  senior 
combo,  vocal  jazz  combo, 
junior  jazz  band  and  senior 
jazz  band  participated  in 
the  Lionel  Hampton  Jazz 
Festival  in  Moscow,  Idaho. 
All  the  groups  performed 
well  and  received  good 
adjudications.  The  best 
performance  was  turned  in 
by  our  senior  jazz  combo, 
who  placed  5th  out  of  the 
18  groups  in  their  category. 
The  first  ever  Java  and  Jazz 
Night  was  also  held  in  the 
Ritz  and  received  rave 
reviews. 

Early  March  saw  many 
of  our  voice  students  take 
part  in  the  Cowichan 
Valley  Music  Festival. 
Sarah  Lane  and  Aurora 
Killam  took  top  honors  in 
numerous  categories  and 
were  later  invited  to  sing  in 
the  festival's  highlights 
concert.  Bastion  City 
Mobile  Recording  also 
came  on  campus  for  day, 
and  we  spent  thirteen 
grueling  hours  recording 
material  for  our  compact 
disk.  In  mid-March  the 
senior  jazz  band  headed  up 
to  Parksville  to  participate 
in  the  Vancouver  Island 
Jazz  Festival.  The  relaxed, 
non-competitive  atmos- 
phere allowed  the  group  to 
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give  one  of  its  best  festival 
performances. 

April  turned  out  to  be 
the  busiest  month  of  the 
year,  starting  with  the  choir 
attending  the  West  Coast 
Choir  festival,  held  at  Oak 
Bay  High  in  Victoria.  April 
25th  proved  to  be  the 
highlight  of  the  year  for  the 
department  with  the  first 
annual  Spring  Showcase 
being  held  at  the  Cowichan 
Community  Center.  All  the 
groups  gave  outstanding 
performances  to  an  enthusi- 
astic audience.  In  addition, 
the  department's  compact 
disk,  Noted  Progress,  made 
its  debut  at  that  gathering. 
The  senior  jazz  band,  junior 
jazz  band,  and  senior  combo 
spent  the  next  two  days 
competing  at  the  West 
Coast  Jazz  Festival,  held  at 
Malaspina  College  in 
Nanaimo.  The  senior  combo 
gave  another  great  per- 
formance and  was  officially 
invited  to  compete  at  Music 
Fest  Canada  in  Toronto  at 
the  end  of  May. 

In  May,  the  senior  combo 
and  senior  jazz  band  (based 
on  an  invitation  for  last 
year)  traveled  to  Toronto  to 
compete  in  MusicFest 
Canada.  Despite  the  jet  lag 
and  the  fact  that  neither 
group  had  played  together 
for  nearly  a  week  (due  to 


half  term  break),  both 
groups  took  home  bronze 
medals  in  their  categories. 
There  were  numerous 
concerts  and  clinics  that 
were  outstanding.  We  also 
managed  to  find  time  for  a 
quick  trip  to  Canada's 
Wonderland,  and  a  down- 
town jazz  club. 

Finally,  June  saw  several 
groups  take  part  in  the  last 
Fine  Arts  Concert  of  the 
year.  Java  and  Jazz  re- 
turned to  the  Ritz  for 
another  successful  show. 
The  senior  jazz  band,  choir, 
string  ensemble  and 
several  grade  12  students 
all  made  contributions  to 
Closing  Day  Ceremonies 
on  June  22nd. 

Next  year  is  looking 
even  better,  as  many  new 
musicians  are  set  to  join 
the  program  and  contrib- 
ute their  talents  to  the 
school.

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This  year  the  competitive  tennis  programme  has  not  only 
enjoyed  success,  but  also  undergone  its  share  of  trials.  The 
senior  team  was  composed  of  several  returnees  from  last 
year  who  were  joined  by  those  who  had  moved  up  from 
junior  tennis,  and  a  few  new  students.  After  the  initial 
tryouts  the  team  was  narrowed  down  to  five  starters  and 
three  or  four  spares  for  both  the  girls'  and  boys'  squads. 
Our  indoor  tennis  training  gave  us  an  advantage  in  our 
first  match  against  Brentwood  as  we  pulled  out  a  close  6-5 
victory.  Unfortunately,  we  came  out  flat  for  the  rematch 
and  lost  9-2  the  next  week.  We  also  had  several  exhibi- 
tion matches  against  Balenas  and  SMU  to  ready  us  for  the 
I.S.A's.  The  boys  had  a  disappointing  tournament  and 
managed  only  a  third  place  finish;  the  girls  had  a  much 
tougher  draw  but  still  managed  to  come  third. 

The  culmination  of  the  season  was  at  the  provincial 
championships  in  June.  We  qualified  at  the  Island  Tourna- 
ment and  then  went  to  Vancouver  to  try  our  luck  against 
the  best  teams  in  the  province.  Through  excellent  prepa- 
ration, we  made  our  way  to  the  semi-finals  of  the  tourna- 
ment, further  than  any  team  from  the  school  has  ever 
gone.  We  lost  the  semi-final  match  6-5  to  the  number  one 
seeded  St.  Georges/  Crofton  House  team  and  then  again 
lost  a  very  emotional  match  against  Magee  the  next  day 
to  place  us  fifth  in  the  tournament  (Brentwood  managed 
only  a  seventh  place  finish).  This  was  a  phenomenal 
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placing  for  the  team,  and  we  certainly  set  the  standard  for 
future  teams  to  aspire  to.  This  includes  an  award  being 
presented  to  Melissa  Cheevers  and  Rachel  Sennin  for 
being  the  best  girls'  doubles  team  in  the  province.  The 
coaching  of  Mr.  Candelaria  and  Mr.  Furbee  was  instru- 
mental in  our  success  throughout  the  season,  and  Mrs. 
Bridge  was  an  excellent  supporter  and  organiser.  Our 
team  can  be  remembered  as  one  that  had  much  character 
and  spirit,  and  that  is  what  propelled  us  to  the  heights 
that  we  achieved.  Our  ability  to  cope  with  injuries,  such 
as  Larry's  arm  in  the  provincials  and  Russ's  little  run  in 
with  a  return  of  serve,  was  a  true  sign  of  our  arrival  as  a 
tennis  power,  both  on  the  island  and  in  the  province.

The 
day  usually  consisted  of  two  training  sessions,  high 
intensity  in  the  morning  and  technical  in  the  after- 
noon. We  had  a  day  trip  to  Disneyland  which  was 
fun  for  all  of  us  even  though  some  of  the  line  ups 
were  rather  scary.  And  some  of  us  managed  to  do 
some  shopping.  The  women's  crew  had  lunch  with 
Silken  Laumann  and  also  visited  the  U.S  Olympic 
training  centre  (in  the  pouring  rain!).  We  all  at- 
tempted rollerblading  along  the  beach  at  some  point, 


and  we  were  all  fairly  tanned  upon  departure. 

Our  improvement  as  crews  was  phenomenal,  and  the  tour 
was  brought  to  a  close  with  the  huge  San  Diego  Crew  Classic. 
It  was  the  biggest  regatta  any  of  us  had  ever  attended,  with 
over  three  thousand  athletes  competing.  There  were  some 
BIG  crews!  The  men's  varsity  VIII  managed  to  make  it  to  the 
grand  final  in  their  competition,  and  the  women  and  the 
junior  varsity  crew  made  it  to  the  third  finals.  The  tour  was  a 
great  success  because  not  only  did  we  all  have  a  great  deal  of 
fun  but  we  are  discovering  now  how  much  that  extra  train- 
ing helped  both  in  fitness  levels  and  in  the  technical  side  of 
things.  The  San  Diego  Tour  was  a  success  and  essential  for 
the  "rebirth"  of  Shawnigan's  rowing  programme.

eventually  went  on  to  win 
the  AA  provincial  champi- 
onships.

opener  to  the  Canada-D.H.L. 
game.  They  played  Vanier 
and  won  easily  by  sixty 
points.  The  third  term  was 
successful  despite  the  1st  XV 
not  getting  a  shot  at  the 
provincials.  The  potential  for 
senior  rugby  to  do  well  next 
year  looks  very  promising.
